W hat would we think today if 
in a community of well estab ­ 
lished churches, with priests and 
official officers holding respon­ 
sib le positions, and 
many of 
them 
trained 
for their 
task, 
someone in the community , out­ 
side of this official group and on 
his 
own responsib ility , should 
suddenly come forth as a teach­ 
er of religion, speaking entirely 
on his owTn way and without 
m uch regard for the constituted 
authorities or ordinary and con­ 
ventional standards? 
We should think it somewhat 
strange, and we should prob a­ 
b ly meet the newcomer with at 
least an attitude of questioning. 
If he seemed to have some spe­ 
cific truth to offer, if there was 
something in his personality or 
methods that impressed us with 


his sincerity and his earnest and 
unselfish character, we should 
prob ab ly listen to him with open 
minds and make some response 
to his teaching. 
Such a thing would not, of 
course, b e altogether out of place 
in a modern American com m un­ 
ity where we have developed a 
freedom and variety of religious 
expression prob ab ly never b efore 
known in the history 
of the 
world. But it was not alway s so.

It was no wonder that w hen ! 
Jesus’ neighb ors in Galilee heard j 
his words, spoken with simple j 
assurance, they marveled and 
said, “Is not this the carpenter?” : 
It is noteworthy , of course,; 
that Jesus chose the 
official 
places of religion to give his 
teaching, and the free practice, 
of tiie sy nagogue made this pos­ 
sib le. Jesus was not an image 
b reaker, destroy ing the religion 
and 
the 
institutions 
of 
the 
times. He stated very definitely 


tha t he had not come to destroy 
b ut to fulfill. 
The interesting thing was that 
whereas the scrib es, who were 
the official representatives of re­ 
ligion, m ight have b een thought 
of as those wielding authority , 
the record is tha t Jesus “taught 
the people as one having au­ 
thority and not as the scrib es.”

To them the im portant thing 
was the lefter of the law and 
the tradition tha t had grown up 
around w hatever they had to 
say . But Jesus b rought his m es­ 
sage in the realm of elem ental 
truth. 
When he would teach the peo­ 
ple concerning the fatherhood of 
God, he met them on the ground 
of 
hum an 
fatherhood, 
and 
pointed out to them that if there 
was any good thing in them ­ 
selves they could b e sure that it 
was in God only to a greater and 
supreme degree. So it was that 
he b rought such m atters as m er­ 
cy and forgiveness right into the 


realm of hum an thought and 
hum an relationships. 
In his very illustrations he m et 
the 
people 
upon 
their 
owrn 
ground. He chose his ob ject les­ 
sons from the lilies of the field, 
from land, and sea, and sky , and 
from 
daily 
occupations 
and 
quests—the fisherm an, the m er­ 
chant seeking goodly pearls, the 
housewife sweeping her house 
and hunting for the silver tha t 
she had lost, and a hundred and 
one other incidents close to the 
lives and experiences of the peo­ 
ple. 
His power and influence were 
m anifest in phy sical tran sfor­ 
m ations, such as have usually 
accom panied 
rem arkab le spir­ 
itual m anifestations — the heal­ 
ing of the sick, the stren gthen ­ 
ing and b lessing of the weak. 
And all this only helped to em ­ 
phasize the strange power of 
this m an who had arisen among 
men. As they m arveled a t his 
teaching, they m arveled no less 
at his wonderful works.

CLOSER PAN-AMERICAN RELATIONS 
The time is ripe for a new note to be sounded 
in the relations of the United States and Latin 
America. There is a possibility for the feeling 
of friendship that has so long existed between 
the sister republics of the western hemisphere 
to be made into something mere concrete and 
effective than sentiment. 
Central and South America represents the 
vastest lands in the world, being larger than 
the United States, with almost as much popu­ 
lation. The countries of these lands are, poten­ 
tially , more im portant to us in many way s than 
all of strife torn Europe, and certainly more in­ 
teresting. They offer a possible outlet for mil­ 
lions of dollars worth of American goods. 
Latin America has suffered the results of the 
depression as have all other countries of the 
world. Their trade, like our own, is greatly re­ 
duced. Still, they import many millions of dol­ 
lars in commodities and m anufactured products. 
Much of this merchandise is now being furnished 
by Europe and other countries. We have the 
chance of cultivating a lion’s share of tha t trade. 
They have many things which we need and want. 
There is the chance of reciprocity which must 
not be mistaken or overlooked. 
It is a q uestion of “W hat can we do for each 
other” and once determined, we should waste 
no time in instituting a constructive program. 
Any thing that we can do is of utmost economic 
as well as social importance.

The Civil Service Sy stem, which takes the 
greater per cent of federal jobs out of politics, is 
now recognized as most efficient and valuable, i 
after many y ears of use. It is responsible for 
putting men of ability in the positions which it 
fills and it eliminates the possibility of chaos 
resulting from the sweeping removal of all fed ­ 
eral employ ees at one time, which would be a 
threat under the spoils method of filling govern­ 
ment offices. 
All postoffice employ ees with the exception of 
the postmaster, all employ ees of federal bu­ 
reaus, all employ ees of diplomatic and other for­ 
eign posts with the exception of the am bassa­ 
dors and ministers, and many other federal jobs 
come under the jurisdiction of the Civil Service 
methods. 


CIVIL SERVICE GOOD THING 
To the victor belongs the spoils! This is the 
key note of federal government jobs as well os 
state government jobs. But much less so now in 
the federal government sy stem than it was be­ 
fore the adoption of the Civil Service Sy stem. 
When President-elect Roosevelt takes office 
March fourth, less than 20,000 of the govern­ 
m ent’s almost 6 00,000 civilian employ ees will be 
technically in danger of losing their jobs. Only 
about four per cent.
